Mississippi  and  Louisiana,  have  in 
these  three  months  been  visited  for  the  most 
|>art  with  church-to-chureh  enlistment  cam- 
paigns and  in  other  instances  with  central 
enlistment  institutes. 

Eighteen  pastoral  fields  have  been  grouped 
and  developed  involving  34  churches.  In 
28  of  these  churches  a thorough  financial  sys- 
tem has  been  inaugurated  including  such 
financial  features  as  envelope  systems,  State 
schedules,  systematic  contributions,  propor- 
tionate distribution  of  gifts  and  tithing.  In 
15  of  these  churches  every-member  can- 
vasses have  been  conducted  which  resulted 
in  every  instance  in  marked  financial  ad- 
vance along  all  lines  of  denominational  en- 
deavor including  both  local  expenses  and  all 
missions  and  benevolence. 

Some  of  the  speeific  features  of  \Jiis  pas 
toral  field  development  have  been  churches 
advanced  from  half  time  to  full  time  and 
from  once  a month  preaching  to  twice  a 
month  preaching;  other  churches,  heretofore 
doing  little  or  nothing  for  the  great  mission 
interests  of  our  denomination,  have  been  led 
to  take  a nobler  part  in  the  Kingdom  and 
still  other  churches,  heretofore  receiving  aid 
from  State  Hoards  have  been  led  to  stand 
alone.  Fifty  services  were  held  with  pastor- 
less churches  and  in  several  such  instances 
problems  were  solved,  divisions  cemented 
and  the  church  encouraged  and  led  to  take 
steps  to  secure  a pastor  and  advance  in  the 
work  of  the  Kingdom.  Twrelve  houseless 
or  inadequately  housed  churches  were  as- 
sisted in  projecting  plans  for  new  and  ade- 
quate houses  of  worship  and  in  more  than 
one  instance  pastoriums  were  also  secured. 

While  it  is  inevitable  and  natural  that  such 
successes  will  be  tabulated  in  terms  of  mon- 
ey yet  it  should  be  clearly  understood  that 
the  main  and  specific  purpose  of  enlistment 
work  is  not  altogether  financial  but  in  co- 
operation with  pastors  and  other  workers  to 
secure  a more  vital,  active  and  definite  spir- 
itual life  and  service  in  the  local  church  of 
which  financial  advance  is  only  one  evidence. 
However,  let  it  be  said  again'  that  the  En- 
listment field  workers  when  a seasonable  op- 
portunity offers  will  not  hesitate  either  by 
collections  or  subscriptions  to  lead  the  local 
churches  with  which  they  may  labor  from 
time  to  time  to  advance  in  the  work  of  the 
Kingdom  because  advances  along  financial 
lines  have  more  often  than  not  proved  to  be 
most  available  and  effective  means  for  spir- 
itual development  But,  as  already  indioat- 
ed.  the  main  purpose  of  enlistment  work  is 
in  eo-operation  with  pastors  and  other  work- 
ers to  train,  to  develop,  to  enthuse,  and  to 
lead  local  churches  to  a larger  sense  of  their 
importance  and  value  as  units  in  the  King- 
dom of  Christ  and  to  a keener,  deeper  sense 
of  their  obligation  to  all  of  the  interests  of 
the  Kingdom  to  the  end  that  the  churches 
with  which  they  labor  shall  take  an  increas- 
ingly larger  and  larger  part  in  all  the  work 
of  our  Lord.  ?

A PHYSICIAN  S VIEW. 

That  a hospital  is  the  place  for  a person 
whose  condition  is  such  as  to  require  sur- 
gery or  those  measures  — therapeutic  and 
• otherwise — which  are  beyond  the  reach  of 
the  country  physician,  cannot  be  denied. 
When  such  a patient  falls  into  the  hands  of 
the  doctor  in  the  small  town  or  in  the  rural 
districts,  the  first  question  to  confront  the 
latter  individual  is.  “To  what  hospital  shall 
I send  this  sick  man!”  This  is  true  be- 
cause the  average  patient  will  leave  the  ques- 
tion of  where  he  must  go  to  his  physician. 
It  becomes,  therefore,  the  added  responsi- 
bility of  the  attending  physician  to  choose 
not  only  some  one  to  assist  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  case  but  also  the  institution  in 
which  the  sufferer  must  be  placed.  Also 
it  becomes  a duty  that  the  physician  inves- 
tigate the  manner  in  which  the  chosen  hos- 
pital is  conducted  and  then  he  will  be  sure 
that  his  patient  will  be  cared  for  according 
to  his  orders  and  wishes.  This  policy,  of 
course,  cannot  apply  to  our  charity  institu- 
tions as  these  are  conducted  according  to 
laws  laid  down  by  the  State  and  not  so  much 
is  expected  or  can  be  expected  from  one  of 
these  institutions  as  from  one  in  which  the 
patient  pays  so  much  per  day  or  week. 

During  the  last  few  years  it  has  been  the 
pleasure  of  the  writer  to  entrust  many  suf- 
ferers to  the  care  of  the  Mississippi  Baptist 
Hospital  at  Jackson.  The  results  that  have 
been  secured  at  this  institution  have  1h*cu 
most  encouraging,  beneficial  and  gratifying: 
and  they  have  been  most  satisfactory  to  the 
writer  as  one  of  the  general  practitioners  of 
medicine  of  this  State.

The  new  hospital  will  continue  the 
same  policy  as  has  been  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  old  one  and  the  Baptists  of  the 
State  can,  in  dayn  to  come,  look  back  and 
feel  a pride  that  they  have  been  the 
pioneers  in  the  establishment  of  an  institu- 
tion containing  so  many  extraordinary 
features  and  advantages.  Therefore,  it

with  Missionary  Reno  ami  wife,  and  travel- 
og by  rail  mtil  3:30  p.  m.,  wa  were  met  at 
the  station  By  a committee  from  the  Rio 
N'ovo  fiapuju  '.llinrch.  eleven  and  ou«-half 
miles  distai*  being  a company  of  seven 
brethren  hcivlcd  by,the  pastorl  Drummond. 
They'  had  httught  for  us  eachl  a horse,  the  . 
one  sclectcdlfnr  tne  was  a rvhitl  stallion,  the 
most  valoahat  horse  in  the  entire  community. 
This  was  a imr k of  respect  shown  me  as  rep- 
resenting thjp  Fnrrign  Mission  Hoard.  Now 
if  IJiad  the  ji  n of  a Goldsmith  or  a Thaek- 
cry  I shoul«likc  to  describe  iii  detail  this 
trip  of  elcvtt  and  one-half  Liles  as  we 
threaded  ot  1 way,  single  file  along  the 
mountain  trfl.  Here  is  a small  clearing  in 
the  midst  of  He  dense  troplcalj  forest  with 
its  little  eat:  ai  Covered  with  palm  leaves 
about  wlXch  Bi|fe  stand  Grange  trees  golden 
with  their  r v tpjng  fruit  and  flose  by  are 
the  banana*  flawed  over  and  half  way  up- 
right again.'Bat  had  been  all  thi  day  drink- 
ing in  the  siaiL^ht.  Here  and  tlherc  among 
the  fruits  ail- grasses  are  children  and  ba- 
biea  and  harMng  dogs.

T.  B.  Ray  will 
be  able  to  appreciate  my  , feelings,  as  I re- 
ceived these  Brazilian  embraces,  not  only 
from  the  brethren  but  alsj)  from  many  of 
the  sisters,”  but  my  wifejldid  not  seem  to 
object  as  I did  not  get  all  lif  the  embraces.

knocking  on  our  door  and  eskwig  if  we  were 


ready  t«>r  coffee,  and  such  coffee  it  was 
only  the  Brazilians  know  how  to  make  cof- 
fee, and  strange  to  say,  it  does  not  seem  to 
hurt  people  down  here. 

After  this  there  came  a number  of  neigh- 
bor men  to  find  out  from  the  pastor  and  vis- 
iting brethren  what  certain  passages  in  the 
Bible  meant.  The  Bible  and  the  hymn 
book,  with  the  preached  word,  will  under- 
mine the  fabric  of  Roman  superstition.  There 
are  instances  of  which  the  Word  in  the  hands 
of  the  natives  without  a preacher  hag 
wrought  mightily.  This  church  itself  was 
brought  into  being  under  the  divine  Holy 
Spirit  through  the  study  of  God’s  Word.  A 
telegraph  operator,  who  had  accepted  Christ 
is  removed  from  the  city  by  a Catholic 
bishop  who  thought  to  be  rid  of  him.  But 
he  took  his  Bible  with  him  to  the  country 
village  and  began  talking  to  his  neighbors 
about  the  divine  Book  and  the  Savior.  Soon 
some  were  led  to  believe.  This  layman 
then  wrote  Francisco  .Tose  da  Silva,  who  at 
his  own  expense  went  to  see.  He  baptized 
seven  whom  he  found  already  saved,  and  or- 
ganized the  ehureh  November.  1894,  and 
from  the  start  this  church  has  been  bitterly 
persecuted.  On  one  occasion  its  services 
. broken  up  three  times  the  same  day, 
tl  >•>»•  books  and  literature  burned  and  the 
fm  nil uro  broken  up.  Yet  the  believers  clung 
to  i:i-h  other  and  their  Lord.  Today  the 
church  has  300  besides  those  who  have  left 
to  form  other  churches,  and,  others  who 
have  gone  to  glory.  Two  ordained  pastors, 
four  unordained  evangelists,  some  six  lay 
preacher*  and  numbers  of  Sunday  School 
teachers  and  personal  workers  have  already 
come  into  its  membership  The  church  has 
right  out-stations  where  they  maintain 
preaching.  They  own  their  church  prop 
erty  which  cost  $1,200,  and  are  now  gather- 
ing funds  for  a large  building.  Its  mem- 
bership almost  in  toto  attends  Sunday  School. 

It  maintains  a day  school  taught  by  one  of 
its  deacons,  nnd  is  planning  to  open  five 
more  schools  in  different  sections  of  its 
large  country  territory.  This  church  has 
not  received  one  dollar  from  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board.  It  contributes  regularly  to 
foreign,  home  nnd  state  missions,  also  to 
< bristian  education  and  publications.  A 
large  per  cent  of  its  members  give  the  tenth.

I spoke  on  the  desirability  nnd  possibility  of 
1 bristian  education.  At  the  conclusion  of 
this  a remarkably  intelligent  looking  man 
arose  in  the  congregation  and  asked  Mr. 
Reno  to  interpret  for  him,  and  he  expressed 
in  choice  phraseology  gratitude  and  appre- 
ciation for  what  I had  said  to  the  young 
people  as  to  the  importance  of  education, 
aud  said  it  was  what  he  had  been  feeling 
tor  the  last  few  years.  T saw  from  his  sum- 
ming up  that  he  had  fully  grasped  what  I 
had  been  trying  to  say.  ,
